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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Based upon the amendments filed 7-1-2004, examiner withdraws objection to figure 1. 

2. Examiner notes that claims 61-64 have been added, as well a substitute "Summary of the 
Invention" section in the specification. 

Specification 

1. The amendment filed 7-1-2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: The amended "Summary of Invention" section (7-1-2004 
amendment pages 2 and 3) describes the applicant's invention as a device that detects an input 
tonal component and then generates a second tonal component independent of the input tonal 
component. Applicant's original specification page 38 lines 10-17 disclose that the device 
detects an input tonal component and then generates a second tonal component that is related in 
amplitude and phase to the input tonal component. As such the two tonal components are not 
independent from each other. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 34-64 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

As per claims 34,48, the claims state a device that detects an input tonal 
component and then generates a second tonal component independent of the input tonal 
component. AppUcant's original specificafion page 38 fines 10-17 disclose that the 
device detects an input tonal component and then generates a second tonal component 
that is related in amplitude and phase to the input tonal component. As such the two 
tonal components are not independent fi-om each other. 

As per claims 35-47,49-64, claims rejected as they depend firom claims 34 and 48. 

Response to Arguments
